RUSSIANS CLAIM BIG 
VICTORY NEAR TARNOPOL

PETROGRAD, Sept.,8, via London, Sept. 9, (4:30 a.m. 
Near Tarnopol the Russians have defeated the third German 
division and the forty-eighth reserve division with an Austrian 
brigade, capturing 8,000 prisoners and thirty guns besides 
a quick firer, according to an official statement issned tonight 
at the war office, 

Tarnopol is on the Sereth river in Kastern Galicia, in the 
vicinity of which heavy attacks had been made on the Russian 
line, so that at this point it was bent backwards and a dent 
made, In yesterday's report Berlin admitted an attack by the 
Russians, but said it was repulsed, and. denied ‘today's Rus 
sian official statement announcing the defeat of two German 
divisions and the capture of 150 soldiers. 

The Russian official statement received at that time con- 
tained no; mention of the victory referred to as a fabrication 
by Germany, but tonight's official bulletin makes a still great
